New research from the Injury 
Prevention Centre at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta shows that 
of all hockey players, boys be¬ 
tween the ages of 5 and 9 are 
most likely to be diagnosed with 
concussions. 

One in four boys who are in¬ 
jured playing hockey in Calgary 
are diagnosed with a concussion 
— the highest of any age range. 

“There are a lot of things that 
make boys at that age suscept¬ 
ible to concussions,” says Kathy 
Belton, associate director of the 
Centre. “They may just be learn¬ 
ing to play, they may not know 


how to stop that well on skates. 

“This age group and boys in 
general are bigger risk-takers 
than the average female.” 

Belton said the statistics are 
a reminder to players, parents 
and coaches about the risks of 
concussions. 

Alberta emergency rooms see 
nearly 8,000 hockey-related in- 
juiy visits per year, with more 
than 2,500 of those in Calgary, 
according to the centre. 

Belton says that most con¬ 
cussions result from a collision 
with another object, especially 
when the other object or person 
is moving fast.

Two charged after 
raid on narcotics lab 



Edmonton Police have arrested 
and charged two men after 
raiding a fentanyl lab. 

On Dec. 31, officers from 
Edmonton Police’s Drug and 
Gang Enforcement Unit dis¬ 
mantled the lab 
and seized more 
than $435,000 in 
drugs, including 
nearly 9,000 
fentanyl pills. 

“This is the 
biggest bust 
we’ve had here 
in Edmonton for 
fentanyl,” said 
Insp. Dwayne La- 
kusta of the Ed¬ 
monton Police Drug and Gang 
Enforcement unit. “But we’re 
just scratching the surface.” 

He said police have seen 
an exponential increase in 
fentanyl use, as well as the

amount of drugs containing 
fentanyl available in Edmon¬ 
ton. Most of the powder form 
of fentanyl is coming to Can¬ 
ada from China, according to 
the Alberta Law Enforcement 
Response Team 
(ALERT). 

“Once it 
reaches Canada, 
it is distributed 
to organized 
crime groups 
where they 
press it into a 
pill format,” said 
Sgt. Pierre Blais 
ofALERT. 

The pills are 
then often disguised to look 
like other types of drugs, he 
said. The fentanyl pills found 
in the December 31 raid were 
being sold as OxyContin and 
Percocet, Lakusta said. 

Those pills and a variety 
of other drugs — including 
counterfeit Viagra and Cialis 
pills — and the pill-making lab 
were all found in a residence 
near Woodvale Road in south¬ 
east Edmonton. 

Officers also found a small 
amount of fentanyl in a Lake- 
wood Road area residence, 
and $7,750 in cash in a Spruce 
Grove residence, which they 
say is connected to the inves¬ 
tigation. 

Anthony Neville, 27, and Eric 
MacDonnell, 26, are charged 
with the production of a con¬ 
trolled substance and posses¬ 
sion for the purpose of traffick¬ 
ing. Neville faces an additional 
charge for possession of pro¬ 
ceeds over $5,000 for the crime.

Fentanyl can be 50 to 100 times 
stronger than other opioids but 
most users don’t even know 
they’re ingesting it, says a local 
nurse educator. 

“The main reason why some¬ 
one might be using it is because 
they don’t know it’s fentanyl. It 
could be sold as fake OxyContin 


pills, heroin or something else,” 
says Mathew Wong of Street- 
works, a needle exchange pro¬ 
gram that also offers fentanyl 
overdose kits. 

He says fentanyl 
is especially danger¬ 
ous for those who 
have never used opi¬ 
oids before or for 
those who mistaken¬ 
ly think they’re only 
using a small, harm¬ 
less amount. 

Because of its 
potency, it’s easy to 
overdose on fentanyl. And with¬ 
out proper treatment, fentanyl 
overdoses can lead to death. 

From Januaiy to September of 
2015, there were 55 fentanyl-re- 
lated deaths in Edmonton alone,

according to Alberta Health Ser¬ 
vices. Wong says the increase 
in fentanyl use in the province 
during the last few years can be 
attributed to OxyContin being 
taken off the market 
in early 2012 due to 
misuse. 

“What that did 
was it took away 
supply and created 
a huge demand,” 
Wong says. “That de¬ 
mand was replaced 
by something else, 
and now we’re see¬ 
ing an uptick in fentanyl and 
heroin use.” His organization is 
giving out free overdose preven¬ 
tion kits to those who need it. 
The kits contain naloxone, an 
antidote to fentanyl.

Shredded government 
files ‘troubling’: Probe

A report by two government 
watchdogs on the shredding 
of records after last May’s elec¬ 
tion has uncovered “troubling 
findings” and indications “con¬ 
fusion and inconsistency” are 
commonplace when it comes 


to shredding government files. 

Information and Privacy com¬ 
missioner Jill Clayton and the 
Public Interest Commissioner 
Peter Hourihan investigated 
the shredding of documents at 
Alberta Environment and Sus¬ 
tainable Resource Development 
(ESRD) right after the election, 
which ended 44 years of Progres¬ 
sive Conservative governance. 

Among the investigation’s 
findings were that 344 boxes 
of ESRD records were destroyed 
with little documentation as 
to what was shredded or why. 

Clayton said it’s possible 
those records may have been 
important government docu¬ 
ments that are now lost for

good. She added there was no 
indication they were destroyed 
as part of a cover-up. “There 
was no evidence of intention¬ 
al destruction of documents,” 
she said. 

While investigating the 
specific incident, Clayton said 
they found a sense records man¬ 
agement wasn’t taken seriously 
in government. 


Alberta Party leader Greg 
Clark was among the first to 
raise the issue and said it’s un¬ 
fortunate the NDP didn’t move 
more quickly to deal with the 
situation. 

“There is a big risk that this 
information was shredded ma¬ 
liciously, to hide information 
that is potentially damning,” 
he said. 

Progressive Conservative 
leader Ric Mclver said the Tor¬ 
ies support changes to improve 
the system and added, “We are 
pleased to see that this report 
determined that the allegations 
of (intentional) wrongdoing

Jobs for 

Syrian 

refugees 

Maple Leaf Foods Inc. is offer¬ 
ing to hire Syrian refugees to 
fill vacant jobs at two of its 
meat plants. 

The company, like others in 
Canada’s meat sector, is dealing 
with a chronic shortage of em¬ 
ployees that has been exacer¬ 
bated by restrictions placed on 
the temporaiy foreign worker 
program. 

“We would be veiy pleased 
and honoured to be part of the 
solution in terms of helping 
find employment for the Syr¬ 
ian refugees,” said Rory Mc- 
Alpine, a senior vice-president 
at Maple Leaf. 

“We have jobs available.” 

McAlpine said initially Maple 
Leaf could hire 25 refugees at 
its pork plant in Brandon, Man., 
and about 10 at its smaller oper¬ 
ation in Lethbridge, Alta. 

The company is looking for 
physically fit people with manu¬ 
facturing experience who could 
be trained as general produc¬ 
tion workers and meat cutters. 

The Canadian Meat Council 
has been urging the federal gov¬ 
ernment and the provinces to 
do all they can to settle some 
of the refugees in smaller rural 
communities in Western Can¬ 
ada, Ontario, Quebec and Atlan¬ 
tic Canada where their labour 
is needed. 

McAlpine said the challenge 
for the industiy is that most 
of the government-sponsored 
refugees are to be settled in 
major cities. 

He said Maple Leaf is waiting 
to hear how the settlement of 
refugees will unfold to see how 
many candidates it can inter¬ 
view.

Horse-racing future up In the air

Northlands officials are anx¬ 
iously watching negotiations 
between the horse racing in¬ 
dustry and the government, as 
they could decide on the future 
of Northlands Park. 

Horse Racing Alberta has an 
agreement with the provincial 
government that sees 51.66 per 
cent of gaming revenue from 
facilities pumped back to the 
industry, with the rest going 
to the facilities themselves and 


the government. 

But that deal expires at the 
end of the March. Shirley Mc¬ 
Clellan, Horse Racing Alberta’s 
CEO, said they’re working to 
renew the deal and hope the 
NDP will support the industry. 

“This has a really significant 
impact on agriculture and rural 
communities,” she said. “There 
are about 7,200 people who 
work directly or indirectly in 
the industiy.” 


Northlands CEO Tim Reid 
said the facility’s race track, 
Northlands Park, has seen de¬ 
clining revenues in recent years 
and they need to see a plan 
for the industry’s long-term 
sustainability. 

“We do believe that by 2018 
it will be no longer be prof¬ 
itable if something doesn’t 
change,” he said. 

With several revamped ca¬ 
sinos coming to Edmonton, 
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Reid said Northlands Park will 
need upgrades to compete, but 
it’s hard to commit to a big 
investment without knowing 
what comes next. 

“As the largest and single 
most active track in Alberta we 
probably have more at stake 
with the outcome of those ne¬ 
gotiations than anyone in the 
province,” he said. 

A new racetrack opened in 
Calgary last summer. McClellan 


said they hope a new multi¬ 
year deal with the province will 
let the industiy take advantage 
of the new facility. 

“We are committed to work¬ 
ing with the HRA and stake¬ 
holders on a go-forward plan 
that ensures the long-term sus¬ 
tainable future of horse racing 
in our province while mak¬ 
ing the best use of taxpayer 
dollars,” finance minister Joe 
Ceci said. 


OFFICIAL INQUIRY 

Judicial council 
reviewing judge 


Alberta’s justice minister has 
forced an inquiiy into a Federal 
Court judge who asked a sex¬ 
ual assault complainant why 
she couldn’t keep her knees 
together. 

The Canadian Judicial 
Council said Thursday that 
the public inquiry will deter¬ 
mine whether Justice Robin 
Camp should be removed from 
his job. 

An inquiiy is held automatic¬ 
ally when a provincial justice 
minister requests one. Alberta 
Justice Minister Kathleen Gan- 
ley asked for the process in a 
letter to the council last month. 

The council had ordered a 
review panel in November to 
examine the judge’s conduct 
in the sex assault case when 
he was a provincial court judge 
in Calgaiy. 

Council spokeswoman Jo¬ 
hanna Laporte said the panel 
was going to decide if there 
should also be an inquiiy and 
Ganley’s request bypassed that 
step. 

In June 2014, Camp ac¬ 
quitted a man of sexually as¬ 
saulting a 19-year-old girl after 
deciding that the man’s version 
of events was more credible. 

Three legal academics who 
filed a complaint about Camp’s 
decision said he disregarded 
the law and treated the woman 
badly. 

According to court tran¬ 
scripts, Camp questioned the 
woman’s morals, suggested her 
attempts to fight off her attack¬ 
er were feeble and described 
her as “the accused”throughout 
the trial. 

He asked her, “Why couldn’t 
you just keep your knees 
together?” and said “pain and 
sex sometimes go together.”

The judge also told the ac¬ 
cused after he found him not 
guilty that all men have to be 
more gentle and careful with 
women, and that he should 
pass the message onto his 
friends so they wouldn’t get 
into trouble. 

The verdict was overturned 
on appeal and a new trial was 
ordered. 

Ganley wrote in her letter to 
the council that Camp’s con¬ 
duct “was so manifestly and 
profoundly destructive of the 
concept of impartiality, integ¬ 
rity and independence of the 
judicial role that public con¬ 
fidence has been sufficiently 
undermined to render Justice 
Camp incapable of executing 
his judicial office.” 

She said Camp’s comments 
have been widely circulated in 
the media “and it would be 
truly unfortunate if this has 
a chilling effect on victims of 
sexual abuse, making them 
hesitant to come forward.” 

The Federal Court has or¬ 
dered Camp not to hear any 
cases until further notice. 

Laporte said that if the in¬ 
quiry report recommends 
Camp’s removal from the 
bench, a recommendation will 
be made to the federal justice 
minister. The final decision is 
up to Parliament.

Some of the bells and whistles 
initially presented by the city 
as part of the new commun¬ 
ity rink in Rogers Place have 
been put on ice for budget 
reasons. 

New renderings of the facil¬ 
ity show that a curved wood 
roof, a glass partition and 
individual seating that ap¬ 
peared in old renderings have 
all been scrapped. 

The city’s executive dir¬ 
ector on the project, Rick 
Daviss, said the early ren¬ 
derings were only concepts 
and some things had to be 
cut when it got down to the 
details. 

“We had to value-engin- 
eer-out a lot of different ele¬ 
ments, out of both the main 
arena and the community 
rink,” he said. 

“Our marching orders were 
pretty strong that we wanted 
to keep within budget and 
we wanted to make sure we 
had a community rink that 
was functional.” 

He said while the wood 
ceiling and the seating were 
budgetary issues, the glass 
partition had actually been an 
Oilers request the city took 
out to better align with the 
building’s purpose as a com¬ 
munity rink. 

The rest of the facility has 
also seen design sacrifices to 
save dollars; the Winter Gar-

den entrance has been shrunk 
to two-thirds of its originally 
planned size and terrazzo 
flooring, once planned for the 
building, has been removed. 

“There are features 
throughout both buildings, 
tweaks here and there, and 
by the time you add them all 


up, there are probably 1,000 
design changes,” said Daviss. 

He stressed that none of 
the changes to the commun¬ 
ity rink were designed to 
save money there in order to 
spend elsewhere in the over¬ 
all complex, and that each 
facility has its own budget.

The new Table Top spans 
more than 3,000 square feet,

tion. Flowers says occasional

Edmonton’s other game 
cafe. Hexagon on Whyte Av¬ 
enue, is also eyeing an expan¬ 
sion. Co-owner Randy Wong 
says they’re in the process of 
leasing a space in Calgary. 


He credits the recent popu¬ 
larity to board-game cafes be¬ 
ing a different way to socialize. 

“They’re a good alternative;

Flowers agrees — and adds

Privacy czar 
warns against 
profiling 


CIVIL LIBERTIES 

Border agency 
to use system 
more similar 
to U.S. process 

The federal border agency’s new 
system for scrutinizing incoming 
air passengers could open the 
door to profiling based on race 
or other personal factors, warns 
Canada’s privacy czar. 

Privacy Commissioner Daniel 
Therrien is pressing the Canada 
Border Services Agency to ex¬ 
plain the program’s rationale 
and build in safeguards to pro¬ 
tect civil liberties. 

Canadian law requires airlines 
to provide the border agency 
with information about pas¬ 
sengers like name, birthdate, 
citizenship, seat number and 
other data. 

For years the agency has used 


the information to tiy to zero in 
on terrorists or other criminals. 
Travellers are assessed for risk, 
allowing the agency to single 
out those with high-risk scores 
for closer examination. 

The border agency is moving 
to a system known as scenario- 
based targeting, already used 
by the U.S., as part of Canada’s 
commitment to work closely 
with Washington under a 2011 
pact. The border agency says the 
scheme will be more efficient, 
effective and accurate. 

The new method uses Big Data 
to evaluate data collected from 
air carriers. “It could allow the 
operator to, for example, search 
for all males aged between the 
ages of 18-20 who are Egyptian 
nationals and who have visited 
both Paris and New York,” Ther¬ 
rien writes. He is concerned trav¬ 
ellers may be “subjected to recur¬ 
ring and unnecessary attention 
... because of characteristics they 
cannot change.” the Canadian press

U.S. Secretary of State John 
Kerry said “The United States 
and nations around the world 
unequivocally condemn North 
Korea’s latest nuclear test.” 

And Canada’s foreign-affairs 
department posted the reaction 
of Stephane Dion, warning that 


North Korea’s con¬ 
duct poses a “grave” 
risk to security. 

All that activity drove home 
the rise of digital diplomacy. 

Twitter has become the new 
soapbox of diplomats. It’s even 
given rise to a new lexicon — 
Twiplomats practicing Twiplo- 
macy. Indeed, the website Twip- 
lomacy writes that Twitter has 
become the “channel of choice 
for digital diplomacy between 
world leaders, governments, for¬ 
eign ministries and diplomats.”

Minister says 
that work-life 
balance is vital 
to her success 

Like many of us, Environment 
and Climate Change Minister 
Catherine McKenna arrived 
at work this week with fresh 
New Year’s plans. 

There’s greenhouse gas re¬ 
duction, for one. And then 
there is the dreaded work- 
life balance. McKenna has a 
husband and three children 
— 11, 9 and 7. 

She announced to staff 
Monday that she intends to 
be out of the office every day 
at 5:30 p.m. sharp, except 
Thursdays. 

Once she is home, she will 
be offline for a couple hours, 


to do homework with her chil¬ 
dren, oversee lessons and sit 
down to dinner, together as 
a family. 

“I am not going to be a good 
minister unless I’m happy at 
home and my family’s happy 
and there’s some balance,” she 
said over the phone. 

Her new rule has it that 
about 8 p.m., she will again 
take up work duties. 

“I’m very happy to work 
late, and you certainly work 
very long hours,” she says. 
“But it’s really important to 
my mental health to be able 
to know I can be home and 
check in with everyone and in 
that time, I’m not available.” 

Work-life balance is a hot 
topic among new MPs and 
parliamentary staff, McKenna 
said. More to the point: they 
want to have their new jobs 
and keep their families, which 
for MPs is akin to wanting 


to have a natural Hollywood 
body. 

Traditionally, Parliament 
Hill is a place men go for 
power and families go to die. 

The long hours, the con¬ 
stant distraction and for most 
MPs, the weeks not just at 
work but a plane ride away 
in Ottawa are too much of a 
strain on relationships. Ali¬ 
son Loat and Michael Mac¬ 
Millan interviewed about 80 
departing MPs for their book 
Tragedy in the Commons. 
“The personal cost of polit¬ 
ical life was a subject that 
recurred again and again in 
the interviews, unbidden,” 
they write. 

Prime Minister Justin Tru¬ 
deau knows this intimate¬ 
ly. He’s tasked House Leader 
Dominic LeBlanc with exam¬ 
ining ways to make the House 
more “family-friendly for 
members of Parliament.” 

Before Christmas, Trudeau 
reminded cabinet ministers 
it was important for them to 
spend their vacation time with 
their families, McKenna said. 

“The prime minister has 
set the tone on this.”

Ralph Goodale says his de¬ 
partment is also exploring pos¬ 
sible changes to regulations 


that would help differentiate 
individuals who have similar 
or the same names as those 
on the no-fly list. In addition, 
Goodale indicated the no-fly 
regime would be examined 
during public consultations. 

The minister promised to 
investigate after the father 


of Canadian-born Syed Adam 
Ahmed tweeted a photo from 
Toronto’s international airport 
that appeared to show the boy’s 
name with a “DHP” or “deemed 
high profile” label and instruc¬ 
tions on how to proceed before 
allowing the boy to check in.

Violence on Hebdo anniversary 


PARIS 

Knife-wielding 
man lolled after 
threatening 
police officers 

A man wearing a fake explosives 
vest and wielding a butcher knife 
was shot to death by police out¬ 
side a Paris police station Thurs¬ 


day, jolting an already anxious 
French capital with a new dose of 
fear as the nation grimly marked 
a year of terror that started with 
the newsroom massacre at the 
Charlie Hebdo satirical magazine. 

The assailant—who shouted 
“Allahu alcbar!” or “God is great!” 
— as he waved the knife at of¬ 
ficers, was cariying a document 
with an emblem of the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant (ISIL) 
group and “an unequivocal claim 


of responsibility in Arabic,” the 
prosecutor’s office said. 

The extremist group claimed 
responsibility for the Jan. 7,2015, 
attack at Charlie Hebdo and on a 
kosher groceiy store three days 
later that killed 17 people. 

The ISIL group also claimed 
the Nov. 13 attacks on Paris cafes, 
restaurants, a sports stadium 
and a music hall that killed 130 
people. 

Thursday’s attempted attack 


shortly before noon in Paris’ 
multi-ethnic Goutte d’Or neigh¬ 
bourhood came almost one year 
to the minute after two Islam¬ 
ic extremists burst into the of¬ 
fices of Charlie Hebdo, killing 
11 people. Scores of police des¬ 
cended Thursday on the northern 
neighbourhood that was the site 
of the attempted attack. 

Authorities did not publicly

Iceman’s ulcers clue to 
Bronze Age migration 


Poor Otzi lived and died pain¬ 
fully. The 5,300-year-old “Ice¬ 
man,” whose frozen remains 
were discovered by hikers in the 
Italian Alps, has been diagnosed 
by modern-day scientists with 
arthritis, spinal damage, tooth 
decay, lactose intolerance, and 
a murderous arrow wound to 
the shoulder that lacerated an 
arteiy and killed him. 

“It was for sure a tough life,” 
said Albert Zink of the Institute 
for Mummies and the Iceman, 
at the European Academy of 
Bozen/Bolzano and a co-author 
of the paper in the journal Sci¬ 
ence this week. 

Otzi’s stomach bug help fill in 
blank spots in the bacterial his¬ 
tory of Europe. Because H. pylori 
is an incredibly successful human 
pathogen, researchers have used 
geographically distinct bacterial 
strains to reconstruct human 
migrations. 

Fascinatingly, the researchers 
have used Otzi’s stomach bug to 
fill in blank spots in the bacterial 
history of Europe. 


Otzi’s H. pylori is the oldest 
specimen ever sequenced—and 
his strain is very different than 
that of modem Europeans. 

“It’s a very cool thing to do, to 
get it from the Iceman,” said Dan¬ 
iel Falush, a statistical geneticist 
at the U.K’s Swansea University. 

“They made a clear scientif¬ 
ic finding about what he had, 
which is definitely new.” 

Otzi’s H. pylori, the research¬ 
ers write in Science, is a nearly 
pure Asian strain, most closely 
related to an H. pylori strain now 
found primarily in India. 

The scientists would like to 
sample pathogens from the stom¬ 
achs of other ancient mummies. 

“Something really dramatic 
has happened in the last 5,000 
years in H. pylori DNA that hasn’t 
happened in human DNA,” says 
Falush. 

For now, researchers are pri¬ 
marily celebrating a unique snap¬ 
shot of the microbial fife inside 
one famous — and somewhat 
unfortunate—mummy from an¬ 
cient Europe, torstar news service

Scientists say they've dis¬ 
covered evidence of a 
frenzied mating ritual by 
dinosaurs: long grooves in 
the ground etched by the 
pawing of clawed feet.

Ride out oil shock, Poloz says 


The Bank of Canada says over¬ 
coming the economic suffering 
inflicted by the commodity- 
price shock boils down to one 
main option: ride it out. 

Stephen Poloz, the central 
bank governor, said Thursday 
that no simple policy response 
will fix the problem, although 
damaging factors like the steep 
slide in oil prices can be miti¬ 
gated — to a point. 


“The forces that have been 
set in motion simply must 
work themselves out,” Poloz 
said at Ottawa City Hall. 

Poloz pointed to Canada’s 
flexible exchange rate, which 
closely follows the ups and 
downs of crude prices, as one 
of those “minor shock absorb¬ 
ers” that help soften the blow 
for some parts of the economy. 

With oil prices expected to 


remain low for some time, Po¬ 
loz suggested the weak loonie 
will persist as the crude-ex¬ 
porting country adjusts to the 
new reality. 

“It’s not a coincidence that 
the Canadian dollar today is 
about where it was back in 
2003, 2004. Oil prices are also 
about where they were back 
then,” said Poloz.

It was a scaiy time. 

In July 2014, for an assign¬ 
ment in Maclean’s, I spoke to 
Dr. Tim Jagatic, a Canadian GP 
working in the field in Ebola- 
ravaged Sierra Leone. Exhaust¬ 
ed and dehydrated after a long 
shift in hot, Michelin-Man-lilce 
protective gear, he said he was 
faced with a fleeting chance to 
do real-time science. 

Normal Ebola symptoms are 
fever, vomiting, diarrhea, and, 
near the end, bleeding from 
the eyes, nose and rectum. 
Mortality is in the high double 
digits. It’s a grisly, excruciat¬ 
ing, humiliating way to die. 

But Jagatic said with a re¬ 
cord number of cases, some 
odd manifestations of the 
virus were being seen for the

first time. It seemed to be caus¬ 
ing some patients’ blood sugar 
to spike. Was it attacking the 
pancreas? He had no idea. 

“We’re tiying to incorporate 
as much clinical research as 
we possibly can,” he said. “But 
that does require resources ... 
things we don’t have.” 

It’s obvious, yet must be 
said: Doing science only once 
an application is needed — 
during a full-blown outbreak 
— doesn’t work. 

That’s the conclusion of an 
article in this week’s issue of 
the journal Science. It decries 
the “thin scientific harvest” 
of the 2014-2015 West African 
Ebola outbreak and describes 
a “frenzied effort” to test vac¬ 
cines and drugs that had never 
been given to humans. 

It was a letdown. Some ex¬ 
periments had no clear results 
because they failed to enrol 
enough participants. Others 
did recruit enough patients, 
but didn’t use a good study 
design, producing murky data. 
Some were halted early. 

The one published clinical 
trial was cold comfort. In July 
2015, when the worst of the 
epidemic was long past, the 


World Health Organization 
trumpeted “a game-changer”: 
a vaccine that was — accord¬ 
ing to a clinical trial of 4,000 
high-risk people in Guinea — 
apparently, tentatively, safe 
and 100 per cent effective. 

It was VSV-EBOV, a vaccine 
developed by the Public Health 
Agency of Canada (PHAC) in 
Winnipeg. Three cheers for 
Canadian science! Hip, hip.... 

Wait. The outbreak, which 
is expected to be declared 
over soon, infected 28,637 and 
killed 11,315, mostly in Guin¬ 
ea, Liberia and Sierra Leone. 

Meanwhile, a good vaccine 
was sitting in a lab some¬ 
where. Work on it started 
around 2000, and by 2005 it 
was shown to confer strong 
Ebola immunity in monkeys. 

In jumpy, post-9/11 North 
America, there was a lot of 
funding for research on bio¬ 
terrorism agents. The Can¬ 
adian government licensed the 
vaccine to a small American 
drug developer, which never 
got around to human trials. 

An Ebola bomb never 
materialized. An epidemic did. 
No one saw it coming. Before 
2014, there had only been a 


couple of thousand Ebola cases 
total since the 1970s. 

Dr. Heinz Feldmann, one 
of the creators of the vaccine, 
urged me not to judge PHAC 
too harshly. Threats like flu 
and tuberculosis get priori¬ 
tized for a reason. When gov¬ 
ernment and market interests 
align (not the case with Ebola), 
private partnerships can help 
fund major drug development. 

Feldmann said if vaccines 
for rare, deadly infections (like 
Nipah virus, a “time bomb,”) 
are developed at least to the 
stage of testing for safety in 
humans, trials of effectiveness 
can begin soon after an out¬ 
break hits. Developing medi¬ 
cines that are effective against 
many emerging viruses is an 
even better way to go, he said. 

That has to be publicly fund¬ 
ed: Businesses won’t invest in 
preparing for events that may 
never be. If that had been the 
approach in the first place, 
maybe we wouldn’t be search¬ 
ing for a silver lining now.

Prince Edward Island: Home to 
Anne of Green Gables, lobster, 
and not one abortion. 

Not one for decades, 
despite the Supreme Court's 
1988 ruling that struck down 
the country's anti-abortion law. 

And now, after years of 
fighting, activists are suing the 
province. It's just the latest in a 
long line of litigation that gave 
women the right to abortions 
and then fought for the imple¬ 
mentation of that right. It's per¬ 
haps fitting that it has come 
down to a lawsuit in P.E.I. 

This week Abortion Access 
Now P.E.I., with support of 
the national women's rights 
non-profit LEAF, gave the 90- 
day warning required before 
suing the government. The 
groups allege the province is 
infringing on women's charter 
rights and is in contraven¬ 
tion of P.E.I.'s own health-care 
plan. Lawyers will argue the 
no-abortion policy unlawfully 
discriminates on the basis 
of sex and pregnancy, and 
that sending women out of 
province goes against P.E.I.'s 
commitment to the efficient 
and equitable administration 
of health care. 

Currently, the province 
pays for an abortion if a P.E.I. 
woman travels to one of two 
approved out-of-province hos¬ 
pitals. But travel isn't covered. 

There is the bridge toll to 
get off the island, the bus fare, 
often an overnight stay at a 
hotel, all for a short procedure, 
says Kim Stanton, LEAF'S legal 
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director. 

The lawsuit is a last resort, 
Stanton said — it could take 
years and an estimated 
$100,000 to litigate. But, "You 
don't start one of these things 
unless you are willing to see it 
through." 

Joyce Arthur, executive 
director of the Abortion Rights 
Coalition of Canada, expects 
a battle. 

"Based on things like (the 
province's) own history and 
their long-standing policy, 
they're just going to be 
stubborn and keep fighting, 
no matter how weak their 
arguments are, no matter how 
weak their case is," Arthur said. 

Stubbornly, too, pro-life ad¬ 
vocates have fought access to 
abortion at every turn, pushing 
federal bills to send abortion¬ 
providing doctors to jail (in 
1990) or enshrine the rights of 
fetuses (in 2007). We're lucky 
not to live in the violent days, 
when abortion clinics were 
firebombed (as in 1992), and 
abortion doctors were shot (as 
in 1994,1995 and 1997). 

But in many ways — the 
threat of rising fees for B.C. 
abortion clinics; provinces 
refusing to fund abortions that 
take place in clinics — abortion 
rights remain under attack. 
According to Arthur, only 
one-fifth of hospitals nationally 
provide abortions. 

So here we are, in 2016, with 
a lawsuit to carry on that good 
fight. The latest legal battle, 
but surely not the last.

He’s come close several times, 
earning nominations for his 
work in What’s Eating Gilbert 
Grape, The Aviator, Blood Dia¬ 
mond and The Wolf of Wall 
Street, but he’s never entered 
the winner circle. 

He’s always been gracious in 
defeat, smiling and nodding dur¬ 
ing the Oscar broadcast when 
someone else’s name is called. 
“I wasn’t surprised that Jamie 
got the award,” he said about 
the 2005 Academy Awards when 
Jamie Foxx took best actor for 
Ray over The Aviator. “But I 
knew that cameras would be 


stuffed up my face so I had my 
response ready. Anyone who 
says they don’t practice is a liar.” 

He may not have to fake be¬ 
ing happy for another actor this 
year. Pundits are predicting his 
new movie The Revenant could 
bring him that elusive honour. 
He plays American fur trapper 
Hugh Glass, a frontiersman who 
became a legend in 1823 when 
he survived a brutal bear attack 


and slogged across harsh terrain 
to get revenge on the man who 
left him to die. 

This is DiCaprio’s Jeremiah 
Johnson, a movie that masks his 
matinee-idol good looks with 
facial hair and grimaces. For 
much of the two-and-a-half-hour 
running time he is mute, alone 
on screen crawling across the 
frozen landscape, slowly inch¬ 
ing his way toward vengeance. 


There are great physical de¬ 
mands made on the actor — the 
bear-maul-o-rama being just one 
of the miseries he endures — 
but this is an internal perform¬ 
ance. The character’s strength, 
pain, frustration, anger and 
intestinal fortitude are appar¬ 
ent not only in his actions, but, 
more importantly, in his eyes. 
It may not be his flashiest role, 
but it is one of his best. 

Nominations will be an¬ 
nounced Jan. 14 so we won’t 
know until then if he is chosen, 
but the odds are good. So good 
that Vanity Fair declared, “This 
is going to be the year Leonar¬ 
do DiCaprio finally wins that 
Oscar.” 

Question is, why would some¬ 
one who has eveiything want 


an Academy Award? What dif¬ 
ference would it make? 

The truth is it would likely 
make no difference to his career, 
at least financially. He’s already 
in the top tier of Tinseltown sal¬ 
aries and the fabled “Oscar box- 
office bump”— a sharp spike in 
ticket sales when the nomina¬ 
tions are announced — hasn’t 
meant much in recent years. 

The real win for DiCaprio 
would be the prestige. The best 
actor Oscar is a rare commod¬ 
ity. Only 78 people have them 
— Daniel Day-Lewis has three, 
Jack Nicholson and seven others 
have two apiece — and win¬ 
ning one would put him in the 
company of legends like Clark 
Gable, Spencer Tracy and Gaiy 
Cooper.

Charlie Kaufman is smiling and 
joking. That’s not the same as 
being upbeat. As we — along 
with Duke Johnson, the Being 
John Mallcovich creator’s cohort 
on his new film, Anomalisa — 
speak he’ll dovetail into despair¬ 
ing, even hopeless commentaiy 
on the world. But he does it with 
a smile, even laughter, and it’s 
slightly disarming to be joking 
about Guy Fieri and Mr. Magor- 
ium’s Wonder Emporium with 
a guy who famously depicted a 
fake version of himself as a re¬ 
lentless downer in Adaptation. 

Still, he did have to be coerced 
into making Anomalisa, which is 
only the second Kaufman script 
he has directed himself, after 
2008’s Synecdoche, New York. It’s 
based on an old work: a 2005 play 
that consisted of actors speak¬ 
ing in darkness, with no visuals. 


pet. They had to start shooting 
with less than ideal puppets. 

“They broke constantly. It was 
veiy challenging getting die style 
of animation we wanted out of 
cheaper puppets.” 

Kaufman liked that they were 
fragile. “It does give it a feeling 
of imperfection that you don’t 
get with computer or cel anima¬ 
tion,” he says. “There’s a hand¬ 
made quality to it we really liked. 
It makes them feel vulnerable 
and real.” 

The plot finds Michael, during 
a hotel stay, becoming obsessed 
with Lisa, a shy, ordinary woman, 
voiced by Jennifer Jason Leigh, 
who mysteriously sticks out from 
the pack. But eveiy other char¬ 
acter is designed almost — but 
not quite — the same, and eveiy 
one of them, male or female, is 
voiced by Tom Noonan. 

“Most people don’t even know 
it’s the same voice actor when 
they see the movie, because 
they’re used to puppets having 
similar features. It creeps up on 
you and it doesn’t overpower the 
smallness of the stoiy,” Kaufman 
explains. 

The most attention-grabbing 
part of the movie is the sex scene 
between Michael and Lisa. Trey 
Parker and Matt Stone already 
did puppet sex, famously, in 
Team America. But the one in

“I didn’t want to make it as 
a movie,” Kaufman confesses. 
“It was designed to be heard 
and not seen.” But he gave in, 
especially once they happened 
upon the idea to do it entirely 
in stop-motion animation. But 
the stoiy—following Michael, a 
depressed motivational speaker 
(voiced by David Thewlis) — was 
a hard sell, and he and Johnson 
had to do it independently, on 
the veiy cheap. 

“When you’re making a stop- 
motion animation film, the pup¬ 
pets are the most expensive part 
of the process,” Johnson explains. 
They only had $100,000 for all 
their many, many puppets. By 
contrast, Lailca, the studio be¬ 
hind Coraline and ParaNorman, 
spends $80,000 on a single pup¬ 


Anomalisa is not played for 
laughs, even as it’s nearly as 
graphic. 

“There’s the expectation that 
it will be a joke. And it’s not. 
People may be taken aback by 
that,” Kaufman says. 

That neither Michael and Lisa 
are prime specimens was key 
to both Kaufman and Johnson. 
“You don’t see normal bodies in 
media,” Johnson says. “When 
you do see a normal body it’s 
like, ‘Oh, am I suppose to see 
that?’ Or it’s funny, like if you 
see Will Ferrell naked.” 

“If you cast two regular-look¬ 
ing actors it would be all anybody 
would talk about: ‘Oh, look at 
that body,”’ Kaufman says. “It’s 
just sad — it’s sad to be in this 
culture.”

The Revenant, based on a 
true stoiy, stars Leonardo 
DiCaprio as fur trapper Hugo 
Glass who was attacked 
by a bear, left for dead in 
the wilderness by fellow 
frontiersmen and, driven 
by vengeance, journeys — 
much of it on his hands and 
knees — some 200 miles 
back to camp. Although the 
movie has wide release on 
Jan. 8, details of the arduous 
shoot that went well over 
budget have been in print for 
months now. 

Details like how direc¬ 
tor Alejandro Gonzalez 
Inarritu insisted on shooting 
using only natural light and 


on filming the entire epic 
chronologically; how produc¬ 
tion was plagued with prob¬ 
lems mostly on account of 
the extremely isolated loca¬ 
tions — British Columbia and 
Alberta doubled as Montana 
and South Dakota in the ear¬ 
ly 1820s — not to mention 
the weather. 

Visually, these efforts 
pay off. The film — all 156 
minutes — has beautiful mo¬ 
ments that won’t leave you. 
But overall, The Revenant 
left me cold. It felt as though 
Inarritu went to lofty lengths 
to call attention to his tricks: 
a lens fogged up by the CGI 
bear, whose thick saliva drips 
down onto a bloodied Glass’ 
face, for example. But he fell 
short on giving life to his 
characters. Tom Hardy plays 
a smarmy frontiersman in 
such an affected manner 
that Simon still hasn’t 
stopped imitating it. And 
Glass, the film’s hero, “suf¬ 
fers great afflictions,” as the 
New Yorker recently said,

“but no change.” 

But, oh, did Leo suffer for 
his art, which will undoubt¬ 
edly lead to his fifth Acad¬ 
emy Award nomination for 
acting. In one scene, the pros¬ 
thetics team could’ve fash¬ 
ioned fake meat for DiCaprio, 
a vegetarian, to eat, but the 
41-year-old actor insisted 
they use the real thing — ac¬ 
tual, raw bison liver. Inarritu 
applauded his leading man: 
“Without it, he may not have 
gotten to the truth,” he said. 


I’m not sure what that 
means but I considered it 
when I recently enjoyed din¬ 
ner at The Bison in Calgary. 

As is the tendency of many 
fashionable restaurants, their 
menu is seasonal and show¬ 
cases local ingredients, in¬ 
cluding duck, elk and bison, 
lots of bison. Not so usual, 
however, was to find so many 
fantastic bottles of wine for 
under $100. 

I considered ordering the 
Pacific Ling cod. But our serv¬ 


er — one of several people 
we met originally from 
Ontario, or “Onterrible,” as 
she called it, who intended 
to visit Banff for six or so 
months and stayed a decade 
— looked at me as if to say, 
Really? “You’re in Alberta,” 
she said. “Have the venison.” 

“Haha, you’re right,” I 
replied. “Medium, please.” 
She gave me another look. 
“You’re going to tell me that 
I ought to have it medium- 
rare, aren’t you?” 

“Medium is fine,” she said. 
“But if you asked for it well 
done, we’d have a problem.” 

When the venison arrived, 
darkened on the outside with 
a cocoa chili rub, and sur¬ 
rounded by potato croquette, 
beetroot and Saskatoon ber¬ 
ries, Simon looked at me, 
concerned. I’m fine with 
pink, even red, but he knows 
I get squeamish around meat 
that’s still gelatinous in the 
centre. This strip loin was so 
viscerally ruby that it looked 
like I’d just foraged it myself. 

He assumed that I’d sneak 
over the especially rare bits 
to his plate. But the truth 
is, I finished it myself, with 
no suffering.

One should never automatically 
equate the singer with the song, 
but the temptation to typecast 
Devon Welsh of Majical Cloudz 
as the walking embodiment of 
doomy, early 21st-century pop 
miserablism runs strong. 

It’s the risk you take when 
you habitually put yourself out 
there as emotionally unguarded 
as Welsh does over creative part¬ 
ner Matthew Otto’s soft, subtle 
synthscapes — think Death Cab 
for Cutie recast as slow-motion 
electro-popsters — although 
there’s definitely a Morrissey- 
esque mischievous streak run¬ 
ning through his penetrating 
ruminations on love, longing 
and mortality that suggests a 
wicked sense of humour lurk¬ 
ing behind the dour exterior. 

Welsh and Otto are an enig¬ 
matic pair, in any case, and have 
lately turned up on year-end 
“best of” fists with their latest 
disc, Are You Alone?, released in 
October via Toronto indie Arts 


& Crafts in Canada and Matador 
Records south of the border. 

With Majical Cloudz about 
to embark on a North Amer¬ 
ican and Australian tour, The 
Toronto Star gave Welsh a ring 
while he was hanging out with 
his father, Twin Peaks actor Ken¬ 
neth Welsh, in Uxbridge over 


the holidays. 

I’m always struck by how 
little you leave yourself to 
hide behind in your music, 
musically and emotionally. 
You and Matthew seem very 
intent on doing more with 
less. 


I think that’s the one thing 
we have as a rule, just keep¬ 
ing it as spare as it reasonably 
can be. That was sort of the 
inspiration behind the band 
at the beginning, and that’s 
what I’m interested in just in 
terms of writing songs and 
how it sounds when it’s all 


finished. I’ve just always been 
attracted to music that has 
some space in it. 

Do you get tired of people as¬ 
suming you’re this perpetu¬ 
ally melancholy soul? 

I remember when we put out 
our first album people used 
the word “confessional,” and 
I don’t necessarily feel that 
way. Sometimes I’m talking 
about myself, but most of the 
time not really. And I think 
on this album, as well, there’s 
a certain sense of humour to 
the music — there’s fertile 
ground for humour in some¬ 
thing that people can take 
really seriously. 

Is it draining laying yourself 
so bare night after night? 

In a sense, I guess. I haven’t 
had the experience of being 
in another band or play¬ 
ing other types of music so I 
really don’t know. But I can 
see anything being draining, 
any type of music. I feel like 
maybe if you were doing a big 
party thing where the show 
is just, you know, a big, wild 
party, I can see that being 
energizing but I can also see 
that being draining. I think 
anything that you’re putting 


a lot of energy into on tour is 
just going to wind up drain¬ 
ing you. 

Speaking of touring, you 
guys went out on the road 
opening for Lorde in 2014. 
How was that experience? 

It was interesting. The more 
time that passes, the weirder 
it seems to me. At the time, 
it just sort of made sense. 

“Oh, yeah, of course. That’s 
what we’re doing.” And it was 
great. It was a cool experi¬ 
ence, something that I would 
have never been able to do 
and will probably never do 
again. So for that reason, I 
think it was really cool. But 
the more time that goes by, 
the more I’m like: “Wow, that 
was such an alien universe.” 

She was nice and it ended 
up being really fun and in¬ 
teresting, but the goal or the 
ambition of getting back to 
those stages, getting back to 
a place to where we’re open¬ 
ing for someone like Lorde or 
even tiying to get somewhere 
close to that ourselves or my¬ 
self as a musician, I just feel 
like that’s not a ambition of 
mine anymore. If it ever was. 
I’ve done it.

Campo Resort. 

Set beside the Caribbean

A hands-on 
perfectionist, 
the now 90-year- 
old Dye has spent 
half a lifetime tweak¬ 
ing and even massively re¬ 
working Teeth of the Dog and 
the resort’s two other excel¬ 
lent courses, Dye Fore and 
The Links. 

Together they’re the centre¬ 
piece of a sprawling 2,833-hec¬ 
tare resort so big and ripe 
with possibilities that hotel 
guests are given golf carts to 
get around the grounds. Guest 
rooms are in red-roofed, two- 
storey casitas that dogleg out 
from the main reception area. 
Also available are 50 three- to 
seven-bedroom villas. 

Other attractions include a 
marina community modelled 


after the colourful seaside 
towns of the Mediterranean, 
and Altos de Chavon, a re-cre¬ 
ation of an Old World artisan 
village that includes a Grecian 
amphitheatre. 

A new addition to the facili¬ 
ties is a 4,459 square-metre 
golf practice area complete 
with driving range, a dedicat¬ 
ed short-game zone, as well as 
grass mounds and depressions 
designed to simulate condi¬ 
tions on the three courses. 

No wonder that Casa de 
Campo was recently voted 
the Dominican Republic’s best 
golf hotel at the World Golf 
Awards in Portugal. Teeth of 
the Dog won, too, for best golf 
course in the Caribbean—but 
that was almost a foregone 
conclusion.

BRITISH COLUMBIA 

Get a cold 
weather 
workout while 
getting away 

Snowshoeing is one of the easi¬ 
est, and least expensive, ways 
to exercise or get out and enjoy 
the winter in southern British 
Columbia. 

If you can walk, you can snow- 
shoe. But some people are tak¬ 
ing the winter pastime to the 
extreme, making it an endur¬ 
ance sport. 

There’s room for all kinds of 
snowshoers on the mountains 
around Vancouver, including the 
North Shore slopes, peaks in the 
Callaghan Valley, and one of the 
newest resort areas above Howe 
Sound in Squamish. 

All three North Shore Moun¬ 
tains — Seymour, Grouse and Cy¬ 
press — have snowshoeing. How¬ 
ever, they were difficult to access 
over the holiday season, with long 
traffic lines or extended delays 


for the shuttle service as locals 
rejoiced in the thick snow base 
that was non-existent last year. 

Mount Seymour, just a 
35-minute drive from Vancouver, 
was named the No. 1 resort for 
snowshoeing in North America 
by Snowshoe Magazine in 2012. 

The mountain has about nine 
kilometres of maintained trails, 
depending on the amount of 
snow, and all are well marked 
and groomed, with little risk of 
getting lost. Many of the trails, 
located at the bottom of the ski 
hill, are protected from wind and 
allow trekkers to wander through 
an old-growth forest. 

Erin Warkman, a supervisor 
in the outdoor education de¬ 
partment at Mount Seymour, 
said some of the trees along the 
snowshoe trails are up to 1,000 
years old. 

“It was never all cut down, so 
we definitely have remnants that 
are very old growth. Yellow cedars 
can actually live to be 1,500 years 
old,” she said. 

Mount Seymour staff recom¬ 
mend people keep to the main 
trails to stay safe, but more ex¬ 


perienced and prepared snow¬ 
shoers can venture into the back- 
country, as the paths also connect 
to the B.C. Parks trails. 

Those looking for a real work¬ 
out can run up Dog Mountain, 
a B.C. Parks trail. On a clear day, 
the hike boasts a spectacular 
view of the Lions Gate Bridge, 
Stanley Park and Vancouver in 
the distance. 

Seymour also offers a drop-in 
snow fit class once a week. 

“When you’re running on 
snowshoes you can actually 
bum twice as many calories as 
you would bum running on the 
road,” Warkman said. “It’s really 
fim and it’s a fantastic workout.” 

The trend toward snowshoeing 
as part of a fitness regime is grow¬ 
ing, said Kim Ebers, marketing 
and sales manager at Callaghan 
Country, a ski resort 120 kilo¬ 
metres north of Vancouver on 
the way to Whistler. 

“We have one athlete who 
comes and will mn into the 
baclccountry lodge — that 
takes most people four to five 
hours — in two hours,” she said.

added.

Museum Dharavi say they 
want to challenge people's 
perceptions of slums by high¬ 
lighting the creative talent that 
resides in them.

The award-winning 
documentary delves deeper into 
the legacy of players who broke 
racial barriers and overcame 
tremendous adversity to leave 
their mark on the game. 

Damon will join NHL com¬ 
missioner Gary Bettman and 
Capitals owner Ted Leonsis at 
a private screening of the film 
in Washington on Wednesday.

Hockey League of the Maritimes 
formed in Halifax in 1895 — 22 
years before the NHL was bom.

this information? How many 
black Canadians don’t know 
this information?”’ 

The film also turns its lens 
on other trailblazers like Herb 
Carnegie, whom Mason inter¬ 
viewed just over a week before 
his death in 2012. 

Carnegie suited up for the 
Quebec Aces and could have 
been the NHL’s first black play¬ 
er. He was invited to the New 
York Rangers’ training camp in 
1948, and was offered chances 
to play with the team’s farm 
club — which he turned down 
because the pay was too low, 
citing discrimination. 

Also featured are NHL play¬ 
ers like Wayne Simmonds of 
the Philadelphia Flyers and Joel 
Ward of the San Jose Sharks. De¬ 
spite increased diversity at the 
NHL level, neither have been im¬ 
mune from discriminatory acts. 

Simmonds had a banana 
thrown at him during a pre¬ 
season game in London, Ont., 
in 2011. And while playing for 
the Capitals, Joel Ward was sub¬ 
jected to racial slurs on Twitter 
after his overtime goal elimin¬ 
ated the Boston Bruins from 
the 2012 Stanley Cup playoffs.

Post-season has 
not been kind to 
Vikings ace with 
miles on clock 

The Minnesota Vikings head into 
the playoffs looking like a team 
on the rise, with a second-year 
head coach pushing the right 
buttons, a 23-year-old quarter¬ 
back still figuring things out and 
a young, fast, aggressive defence 
that only figures to get better in 
the coming seasons. 

For all those reasons, the opti¬ 
mism is high that Sunday’s game 
against Seattle will be the first 
of many playoff appearances 
for the Vikings, the next step 
in their journey from rebuild¬ 
ing to competitor to contender. 

Adrian Peterson knows better. 
The 30-year-old running back 
was 25 once, and he remembers 
his first trip to the playoffs in 
2009 and thinking of chance 
after chance that would follow it. 
He has only played three playoff 
games since that first one and 
also watched his career careen 
into the ditch in 2015 when he 
missed 15 games while address¬ 


ing child abuse charges. 

So no matter what path the 
franchise appears to be on, no 
matter how much momentum 
seems to be building as the new 
core comes together, Peterson 
knows moments like Sunday 
are to be savoured. 

“Here we are now, 2016. Here 
I am 30,” Peterson said after 
practice Thursday. “I don’t know 
how much longer I’m going to 
play. You kind of look back and 


say, ‘Wow, we really haven’t had 
too many opportunities.’ You’re 
able to see how fast time really 
goes without making it to the 
post-season. So the sense of ur¬ 
gency is definitely there on be¬ 
half of us.” 

Widely considered one of the 
best players of his generation, 
Peterson saw his image and his 
march up the career rushing 
ladder take a serious hit last 
season when it was revealed 


that he whipped his 4-year-old 
son with wooden switch. He sat 
out nearly the entire season, 
fought with the NFL over his 
punishment and the Vikings 
over his future but ultimately 
returned to Minnesota to re¬ 
sume his career. 

Playing at an age in which 
most running backs start to ex¬ 
perience a steep decline, Peter¬ 
son led the NFL in yards rushing 
with 1,485 and scored 11 touch-

downs to help the Vikings (11-5) 
win their first NFC North title 
since 2009 — the only season 
in which Peterson has won a 
playoff game. 

The Seahawlcs held him to 
eight carries for 18 yards when 
the two teams met in Minnesota 
on Dec. 6. The success against 
the run helped Seattle blow the 
Vikings out 38-7, and Peterson 
knows the running game has 
to be a bigger part of the game 
plan on Sunday. 

“They did a good job of for¬ 
cing us out of the run,” Peterson 
said.
